Instructions on facial massage

neck. On these parts the lay of the 
muscles 
is

different from 
that of the face. 
It is always best 
to use a downward movement in 
massage, and in applying or re­ 
moving cream on the neck, unless 
you 
happen 
to 
be 
exceedingly 
large in the bust. 
In the latter 
case, massage movemens can be 
upward. 
Most French women, after they 
have reached m aturity, wear chin 
and throat straps for several hours 
ealh day. These beauty implements 
are a g reat aid in keeping the 
muscles braced and preventing the 
droop or the scrawniness that so 
frequently spoil a w om an’s beauty. 
It is best to apply a chin and 
throat 
strap 
afte r 
a treatm ent 
when you have patted in a musele- 
tightener, or in case of a double 
chin caused 
by general abesity, 
after you have used patting and a 
fat solvent. 
This may seem like a paradox, 
hut it if nevertheless true that the 
same basic trea tm e n t is needed for 
a sagging contour line and for 
a thin, scrawney neck. 
Both are 
due primarily to lack of circulation 
and are accom panied by a surpris­ 
ing lack of tension in the skin. 
In 
both cases you should pat to stir 
up the sluggish blood stream, and 
use a muscle'.ightner to restore 
normal tension to the skin. 
The 
scrawney 
n e c k 
needs 
nourishmnt as well, because it is 
literally starved. Build it up with 
a rich feeding cream or pat in 
warm olive oil. If you apply olive 


oil, you will fnd t has a tendency 
to “ y e llo w ” the skin slightly, in 
which case it is advisable to use 
a bleaching medium to counter­ 
act the effect. Lemon juice and 
w ater in a three-to-one proportion 
makes a good bleach, or you can 
g et one of the bleaching creams 
on the market. You might substi­ 
tu te for your regular cleansing 
cream one that is also a bleach. 
W ork well down on your should­ 
ers when you give attention to 
your neck. 
Don’t try to massage 
around the edges of a negligee. 
Remove everything, even straps, 
from your shoulders, and go about 
the job in a workm anship manner. 
Personally, I like to pin a tow’d 
around my bust and leave every­ 
thing above it bare fo r the work. 
You 
can use a stroke down on 
your throat and around the should­ 
ers, but directly u nder the chin 
and jaws pat with the backs of 
the hands.
